than a year and has attracted wide 
attention. Prince, a negro, was serv ­ 
ing a sentence for burglary in the 
state penitentiary here 
when, 
on 
•February ll, 1912, he stabbed and 
killed Deputy W arden Davis during 
services in the prison chapel. The 
crim e was the beginning of a series 
of tragedies at the penitentiary, in 
which four officials and three con­ 
victs were killed. 
Prince was 
con­ 
victed of m urder and sentenced to 
hang on August 30 last. The execu­ 
tion was stayed by an appeal to the 
suprem e court, which tribunal later 
reaffirm ed the sentence. Unless the 
board of pardons Interferes the ne­ 
gro will be executed on Friday of
